This  is  the  third  of  a  series  of  bulletins  giving  estimated  food  balances  for  some 
80  Free  World  countries  in  or  about  the  year  1958.   The  food  balance,  summarizing 
in  statistical  form  the  food  supply  situation  of  a  country  or  area,  shows  production, 
import  requirements ,  export  availabilities,  the  utilization  of  domestically  consumed 
supplies,  and  national  consumption,  both  total  and  average  per  capita,  of  individual 
foods  or  food  groups.   The  methodology  applied  in  analyzing  the  composition  of  the 
food  supply  and  its  disappearance  through  the  food  balance  approach  is  discussed  in 
USDA  Agriculture  Monograph  10,  July  1951,  which  is  available  in  most  libraries. 
Here  it  should  be  noted  that  many  countries  report  only  a  part  of  their  food  pro- 
duction, while  few  report  stocks  or  utilization  of  supplies.   To  present  a  reasonably 
complete  picture  of  food  supplies,  it  has  been  often  necessary,  therefore,  to  fill  in 
gaps  with  estimates  based  on  fragmentary  information  from  scattered  sources.   Con- 
sequently, the  actual  supply  level  for  individual  foods  and  for  all  foods  combined  as 
indicated  in  the  balances  should  be  regarded  as  approximate  rather  than  precise.

PART  III.   ESTIMATES  FOR  20  REPUBLICS  OF  LATIN  AMERICA  V 

Introduction 

The  20  Republics  of  Latin  America  had  about  188  million  people  in  1958,  or  some 
6  percent  of  the  world's  population.   Latin  America  is  a  relatively  underdeveloped 
area,  but  in  many  of  the  countries  industrial  and  technological  progress  is  rapid. 
It  is  also  a  big  agricultural  producer,  supplying  exports  to  world  markets  of  coffee, 
cacao,  sugar,  bananas,  cotton,  and  grains.   In  most  recent  years,  however,  agricul- 
tural output  has  barely  kept  up  with  the  rapid  population  growth,  and  is  now 
beginning  to  fall  behind  it. 

Import  needs  for  an  expanding  industrial  growth  are  great  and  receipts  from  the 
export  of  goods  and  services  are  being  strained  to  provide  the  foreign  exchange  to 
pay  for  these  needs.   In  addition,  many  countries  must  import  a  significant  portion 
of  their  food,  although  the  proportion  varies  from  year  to  year.   The  region  as  a 
whole  is  a  net  importer  of  wheat,  including  flour,  processed  milk,  animal  fats,  and 
sometimes  vegetable  oils. 

Per  capita  food  consumption  during  1958,  in  terms  of  energy  value,  averaged 
slightly  above  2,600  calories  per  day  for  the  20  Republics--varying  from  less  than 
1,900  in  Haiti  and  Bolivia  to  more  than  3,000  in  Argentina.   This  variation  reflects 
general  level  and  distribution  of  income  in  each  country.   More  important,  it  indi- 
cates ability  to  produce  food  products,  particularly  grains,  and  make  them  available 
to  meet  the  needs  of  growing  populations.   Because  of  availability  of  production, 
consumption  levels  for  countries  in  the  temperate  zone  (Mexico,  Argentina,  Chile, 
Uruguay)  considerably  exceed  those  of  most  countries  in  subtropical  and  tropical  areas 
of  Central  and  South  America.   Exceptions  are  Brazil,  Cuba,  and  Venezuela  where 
domestic  production  is  supplemented  by  rather  substantial  food  imports. 

Grains,  sugar,  tubers, and  pulses  are  basic  in  the  average  diet  and  for  the  area 
provide  about  70  percent  of  total  calorie  intake.   Relatively  large  quantities  of 
corn,  sugar,  and  pulses  are  consumed  in  countries  of  Central  and  South  America  with 
large  rural  populations  of  Indian  extraction.   In  temperate  countries,  particularly 
those  with  relatively  large  urban  development,  wheat  and  rice  are  more  important  in 
consumption.   Cassava,  bananas,  and  many  other  fruits  are  readily  available  and  pro- 
vide the  principal  supplement  to  the  basic  diet  of  large  segments  of  people  in 
tropical  areas.   Potatoes,  sweet  potatoes,  and  fats  and  oils  assume  greater  Impor- 
tance in  subtropical  and  temperate  areas  (Cuba,  Haiti,  Dominican  Republic,  Argentina, 
Uruguay).   Although  production  of  animal  protein  foods  is  receiving  increasing 
emphasis,  it  is  only  in  Argentina,  Uruguay,  and  Paraguay  that  those  foods  enter  the 
diet  in  large  quantity. 

Detailed  information  on  the  1958  supply,  distribution,  and  consumption  of  food 
products  for  each  of  the  20  Latin  American  Republics  is  given  in  the  food  balances 
here  presented.   Availability  and  reliability  of  statistical  data  vary  by  country  and 
commodity.   Production  data  for  major  food  commodities  entering  trade,  particularly 
grain  and  oilseeds,  are  derived  from  official  country  or  FAS  estimates,  with  data  on 
foreign  trade  based  on  official  sources  in  each  country.   For  products  not  predomi- 
nant in  commercial  trade,  including  most  fruits,  vegetables,  animal  fats,  meats,  milk, 
and  eggs,  official  and  reliable  data  were  generally  limited  to  the  major  producing 
countries  such  as  Argentina,  Chile,  and  Mexico.   Few  producing  countries  report 
stocks,  nonfood  utilization  of  supply,  or  extraction  rates.   Many  FAS  estimates  there- 
fore have  been  used  in  the  1958  as  in  the  1954-55  food  balances.   Comparisons  between 
these  balances,  however,  should  be  made  with  some  caution.   Changes  may  be  due  to 
improvements  in  data  rather  than  actual  changes  in  production  or  consumption.
